Tinm an bitterly accused Russia to­ 
day of making dangerous, war-like 
m ilitary preparations “around the 
world” and warned his country to 
get ready for “any emergency.” 
Mr. Trum un questioned whether 
the Communists “really desire peace 
in K orea” since, he said, Soviet 
rulers “are putting themselves in a 
position where they can commit new 
acts of aggression at any time." 
And he assailed adm inistration 
critics at home for “trying to stir 
up trouble and suspicion between 
the people and their government 
“They are using the smear and 
the big lie for personal publicity 
and partisan advantage, heedless of 
the damage they do their country,” 
he asserted. “Never, not even in the 
bitterest political campaigns, have I 
seen such a flood of lies and slander 
us is now pouring forth over the 
country.” 
Mr. Trum an flew here from W ash­ 
ington to address an outdoor audi­ 
ence in Cadillac square in front of 
the city hall as part of this indus­ 
trial city's 250th anniversary cele­ 
bration.

"We can not let our guard down, 


no m atter what happens in Korea," 
he said in his prepared speech. 
“The free world must have armed 
strength- and have it now—not in 
reserve, not later, but now. 
“We must have men, ships, planes, 
tanks, and bombs—on hand

The President said Russia's actions 
"certainly 
are

indication 
of 
peaceful Intentions” and went on: 
“We do not yet know whether 
the Communists really desire peace 
in Korea or whether they are simply 
trying to gain by negotiations what 
they have not been able to gain by 
conquest.” 
“We intend to find out Tile talks 
can be successful if the Communists 
are in fact ready to give up aggres­ 
sion in Korea.” 
He declared that the North Ko­ 
reans and Chillest* Communists “are 
getting a steady flow of new equip­ 
m ent from the Soviet Union for 
ground and air use."
